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THE BIG RUMPUS: A MOTHER'S TALE FROM 
THE TRENCHES by Ayun Halliday 


I've been following the chronicles of Ayun’s family in her zine, The East 
Village Inky, whichis one of my absolute favorite zines. Ayun and her husband 
Greg have two kids, 3 year old Inky and baby Milo. They started out living in 
the East Village (of New York City) and are now residing in Brooklyn, Ayun’s 
zine is always full of hilarious and charming stories about her adventures in 
parenting inthe big city. Her zine is hand-written andillustrated and she shares 
the intimate details of daily life with small children as well as her favorite hot 
spots around town with the kids in tow. - 

This book tells the stories even more in-depth than the zine. We find out 
her background and roots—where she comes from, and how she got started 
on the zine. And going way more in-depth into both pregnancies and child- 
birthing experiences as well as the day to day adjustments in her life raising 
two small children. 

Ayunis a fantastic writer. The words are quick and sharp and smart. It's 
the kind of story that you get hooked into and can’t put down. Ayunis also 
quite a character.

Eventually the car finds it's way 
home to Kansas, only to be sold atan estate sale and end up back in the hands 
of a young girl, a bit wild and chaotic herself. With the help of her father, she 
gets the car fixed up and in good shape and becomes one with the car. But 
all good things eventually seem to go bad when in conjunction with this car, 
Itgoes on to neglect and eventually toa young couple who have fun with it and 
write a story about this car and it’s history - imagined or real as it may be.

CrescentWrench Bookstore & Infoshop existed from fall 1996 throughCifall 
1998.0) It was started by a bunch of anarchists and a few punks in New 
Orleans, Louisiana; we loosely knew each other from food not bombs and 
radical activist circles. In many ways it was similar to how a lot of anarchist 
bookstores start, a few people who know each other get together to create a 
space in their city. | was thrilled; it was what existed in so many other cities 
| had visited, a center for anarchists to mingle and discuss theory, to try to 
disperse radical literature and have a gathering place for other projects like 
free-schools. It was so exciting to be a part of creating one of those spaces. 
| really learned how to use consensus there, when our group functioned well 
together it was really amazing and inspiring.) There were always some 
differing opinions, but it seemed like generally everyone in the collective felt 
a sense of entitlement to utilize the space. It was not without difficulty, but it 
was really a powerful group. 

We were in two different locations and the second space was more 
expensive.C) It was in an area that was becoming gentrified, one block froma 
housing project and one block from an up-and-coming shopping strip with 
antique stores and alternative clothing shops.C) The situation there was

Recognizing this has only deepened my feelings of isolation from the scene 
| have poured my entire post-pubescent life into. Like breaking up with a long- 
term love, | now see that the majority of the punktivist scene does not fulfill my 
needs mentally or emotionally. The only place | know I'll be supported and 
accepted unconditionally is in the leather scene of over masculine men and those 
who love them. Now, | feel more at home in black painted bars than | ever have 
ina punk club or activist meeting, but at the same time, the leather scene doesn't 
fulfill my needs either, ‘cuz dammit, | love having a diversity of energies around 
and well, let's just say the buttless chap scene is less than ummm, shall we say, 
diverse. 

So where does this leave me, aside from bobbing up and down with a thick 
North swell off some godforsaken island in Northern Mexico? Well, confused and 
hurt and scared for three. But also with a positive wind blowing out of the future 
| feel strong and good about the possibilities coming down the pipes for us. We 
can create our own scenes from the ruins of the dysfunctional old. After sitting 
through that workshop and watching a deep seated intimacy arise between 
perfect strangers, | know thatif enough of us go out of our way to make something 
wonderful, we can doit.

| was young, and | don't think | ever really thought about who our target 
audience was, other than that | assumed that people with money buy books- 
College students, middle-aged radicals. The free condoms and free box were 
the free resources we had that seemed to appeal to a wider audience beyond 
that.C | think a few of us had the idea that by carrying diverse books; African 
American history, class struggle, etc. that we would eventually appeal to 
radical communities of color.C) But even in a city made up of 80% people of 
Color, the people who came into the bookstore were more than 90% 
white. OThere were.a lot of different ideas of howto try to change that dynamic, 
how to address issues of our role in the gentrification of that neighborhood.C) 
What | feel like | learned the most was the general consensus that in order to 
have a racially diverse group having events and running the place, the makeup 
of our group would have to reflect that.C) Our group was largely female, with 
a strong queer presence, and the events and people who were attracted to the 
space reflected that.) But racially we were predominantly white, and destined 
to reflect that in terms of who used the space. 

Ultimately, the space was more of a clubhouse for freaky middle class 
youths than anything else; we couldn'teven keep up with rent by the end.C] We 
were forced to try to find a new space when our lease was up, a few key 
members were moving out of town and there had become a large division 
between the collective members with our visions and personality conflicts. 
We moved our space into a storefront a friend offered us for free rent: it was. 
in a residential neighborhood so really functioned as a storage area where we 
tried to keep doing mail-order.0 It quickly disintegrated, so finally multiples of 
the books were traded to used bookstores where we got other books to putinto 
the library we kept. The library was moved into a warehouse space when two 
other collective members and myself formed Nowe Miasto.CJ It was a lending 
library for a while, but half the books were.never retumed and1 gave up library 
duty when | moved out.C) Now it is a non-lending library, in a beautiful room 
people can visit. 

There are lots of debates, between lifestyle anarchists, social anarchists, 
all kinds of activists and punks about what is the purpose of radical spaces like 
this.C | enjoy being a punk, an anarchist, the rad amazing community that 
exists across the country, across the world.C) | need to have a community of 
like minded people to escape to. But | have found other projects that link 
different communities together far more effectively than the radical info-shop 
often does.(1) Many spaces are set out to be by white radicals, for white 
fadicals.Dl think that way of thinking can be dangerous, segregationist, and! 
believe it underestimates communities of color to think that only white people 
want or know how to achieve freedom. There is a bookstore in New Orleans 
Called Community Books; run by people of color, there are events and 
readings there, radical books, some meetings for a community radio station 
occurred there. A lot of really great African American radicals gather there; | 
didn't learn about it until Crescent Wrench closed and it seemed like such a 
similar vision, but run by people who were older, dedicated, much more tied 
into the needs of the communities of color in New Orleans.) 

There was so much going on in that space, organizing, reading work- 
shops, etc, and we never explored creating an alliance with them.) Seeing 
Community Books showed me how much can exist in a city that we aren'ttied 
into, don't know about.C) How we can assume people of color aren’t organized 
or active, and how really we are just ignorant of communities outside of our 
alternative culture. Crescent Wrench served a strong purpose as a club- 
house, we leamed a lot about the minute differences between us, but by the 
end it felt like a huge waste of time; politically ineffective, and we didn't 
accomplish the goals we wanted to do.C] After the space closed a few 
Collective members became involved in other projects that were much more 
effective politically; less time consuming with better results. | think it requires 
learning how to think outside of our small isolated boxes to learn how to 
interact with people who have different ideas.C | believe that it is possible to 
have alliances between activists of all races, sexualities, ideas, but it requires 
alot of work.C) Hopefully, if we really all want social change, we can try tolearn 
ways of accepting differences to work towards common goals.

good story telling. | liked hearing the tonecharacter of peoples voices in the 
audio. In Crowdog, Vanessa Renwick tells about these two years that she didn’t 
wear shoes and how she hitch hiked to the Indian Reservation where the last 
battles of AIM went down but instead went to a Sun Dance where she fasted for 
a week. | was into her story as images of the road, her feet, her young half wolf 
dog—who was a part of the story—and splashing in the river floated before me. 
It was really cool, like | was there with her in her mind. 

Vanessa showed a bunch of her short films and they were all really diverse 
and good. Some had no words like this one of a girl flying down this hill on a bike, 
off a highway, on this curvy 
road—not using her hands at 
all to bike. It was visually cool 
to see the city behind her and 
watch her bike. She was wear- 
ing lumpy clothes and it 
seemed a chillin the air but in 
the end she got on the bike 
naked and was like flying 
through the sky like a witch, 
that’s what it seemed to me, 
her arms out to balance her- 
self, like surfing the bike and 
road, flying down the hill, no 
expression on her face, just a 
real naked female, vulnerable 
and exhilarating. 

Bill Daniel had black and 
white pictures up around the 
walls of squatted boats and 
large pictures of old RV's ina 
squatter community some- 
where in the Bay Area. He-is 
interested with living free. He 
showed a documentary of 
hobo graffiti and train hopping 
that he had been shooting for 
the last 15 years. The screen 
for his movie was set up like a 
campfire, outside in circle of 
bricks. He also had a circular 
screen hung up in the sky and 
images played on it like it was 
the moon against the mango 
city evening sky. The location 
was outside an old mill by the 
river in Baltimore. So we sat 
around our camp, passing popcom and the soundtrack of trains made me feel 
it in my heart, if you know what | mean. The two screens were going onat once, 
with an audio that was not in syne with the visuals. He had also recorded the 
sound of a fire crackling so it was like his movie was a bonfire of scenes. Like 
you would see a face with the wind blowing his hair, mouthing words you could 
Not hear and. see the outside of trains with tags like Bozo Texino —while some 
throaty character rich voice told you , “all this land but you can't have any... 
America was founded on murder ...not working hard to get ahead”. 

As this was going on, | daydreamed alittle, the way you are apt to do when 
staring in a fire. | thought about my daughter and missed her. | wished she had 
came with me to see these movies. | asked her but she said she wanted to stay 
home to do homework in front of the TV. 

If you see me, out and about these days, you probably will not know that | 
have a 14 year old daughter. Besides the fact that everyone seems to think | am 
alot younger than! am, is the fact that she never goes anywhere with me, Mostly, 
it feels cool to be an independent woman again. | can go to a show or get into 
artistic activities and my daughter can take care of herself, | have no worries of 
that. 

This is kind of the opposite of when she was young. She went everywhere 
with me. Even fell asleep on a bench at the local bar. Sang on stage at the 14 Karot 
Cabaret. Hung out at the bookstore. Bussed dishes on Sunday momings when 
| waitressed at Gypsies. Went to parties. If! came home sick, it was with a child 
in my arms, running up 3 flights of stairs to barf in the sink. Went to the grocery 
Store. Everywhere. It would take a special effort on my part, if | would do 
something alone. Some one else would have to take over. My mom was a 
Significant person in her life and she would take her up to the country, when she 
was old enough - so | could have time to immerse myself in writing which is what 
‘usually would want time alone for. Or for my mental health or for love or to feel 
free orto take care of bizness, But mostly, my daughter was always there: on long 
Car trips, waiting in line, in the middle of the night, always with me. It was a rare 
and preciously bought thing to have time to myself. 

| would have liked more help with her. One of the main reasone | took her 








we lived in Santa Cruz, more people knew my gregarious toddler then they knew 
me. She was mature and she could hold a interesting conversation for someone 
her age, because of her social exposure. She would dance up front at bands. 

| think back now and laugh. It sure is different. And! am used toit. It was an 
adjustment to make, around the time my daughter turned 11 and | turned dumb 
in her eyes, when she chose to stay home over going out with me. Because 
whatever | liked must be a drag. She was different, not like me. She needed her 
own space. Adolescence, it's normal stuff you know. But kind of ironic. Mom 
goes to see movies with a “dissident political streak” by film makers who don't 
own televisions, creating our own culture while daughter Stays home with 
images of the mainstream me- 
dia floating before her. (Now that 
she is older | don't monitor her 
use of television, itis her choice. 
When she was young | consid- 
ered it important we didn’t own 
one.) My daughter you see, that 
little heathen some have seen 
running the world unabashed, 
turned her back on her anarchist 
roots and went to be a more 
conservative young teen.

But | also believe life isn't as simple as a theory or two 

| have been inquiring around. Some teenagers of scenesters are cool with 
there parent, no big teen rebellion. | asked a very radical homeschooling/ 
political activistzinester friend a while back. Her 14 year old was experiencing 
no teenage rebellion and was very nice to be around. A local artist progressive 
mom of a college aged daughter, told me that “I was lucky she never went 
through that stage where she hated me”. That made me feel kinda bad. But, 
| heard word of mouth, that another mom of teen was heard to voice “I'ma 
cool mom. Why does my kid hate me?!” That this is pretty normal. Some kids 
get really embarrassed and reject their roots. And it's not because they were 
abused or there parents are hypocrites— itis just that individuals reaction. It 
depends as much on a person's personality as it does on the era they were 
born to, the predestination of parenting and environment. Some kids question 
there parents values more than others, Teenage years in America are difficult 
for many, they were forme. One's perspective on life isn't 100% cognizant and 
true as a teenager - nor is it that way at Any age. It’s almost like the changing 
perspectives we see throughout ourlives are all buta bit of the whole. The cycle 
of life. How can any view from one pair of eyeballs in one point in space—see 
it all?

In my search for understanding, and because | feel sometimes! am going 
where no one much has gone before, with my parenting style — | have looked 
for books written by people who were raised with similar valyes as lam raising 
my daughter. In this way, I could see the outcome and maybe learn something. 
There are just starting to be a generation that is speaking out, raised by hippie 
parents, which! do notthink of myselfas a hippie but oh well, some of itis close 
enough, 

Frank Zappa didn't consider himself a hippie either, | think he was pretty 
cool. In Wild Child — girhood’s in the counterculture (Seal Press); his adult 
daughter, Moon Unit Zappa writes a foreword that is terribly interesting, After 
describing the coolness and weird shit of her home life, she Says it left her with 
“an awful floating feeling, of too much space, too many choices”. That “she 
craved rituals and rules like her friends had”, “Prayed for curfews and strictly 
enforced meal times.” 

I think, what child doesn’t get left with some awful floating feeling. | didn't 
know what the hell to do with myself and felt lost as hell, trying to grow up. | 
wished my parents had given me a whole boat load of things so | would then 
feel better. Meal times and rules seemed to choke us all with gray dull 
mechanical senselessness. My point is children have to go Seek what they 
didn't get at home. These days, almost any child is going to feel a lack, an 
anger, and a lostness. Later, you will appreciate the good things you did get, 
if your home-life was half decent, So| think the typical home-life kid would like 
some of the freak parents home life and vice a versa. But the big thing | see, 
in reading the stories in this book and in another book called Pagan Time, by 
Micah Perks — is kinda scary to me. Itis that we parents, we adults have our 
eyes full of our minds projections, our belief systems, hopes, dreams, 
delusions, ideals - while our children are sitting in the dust of our old 
farmhouses. | mean kids just see whatis really there at the moment. They see 
the dirt and lack of food where an adult might see freedom and romance. And 
if the home is loving, safe and stable enough — the child sees it all in a good 
light too. If not, then, well, the child does not. Its weird, these stories seem 
Slightly on the negative side, slightly like reporters from the mainstream (‘I 
wanted to explore what hippie kids had learned about freedom from coming 
of age in an environment that valued it so highly yet may not have had 
considered all of it's consequences"- Chelsea Cain), slightly like my own 
child's critical voice — for these voices are indeed the children of freaks, put 
between two worlds, there home-life and the straight-world. | hungrily ate the 
stories up. Inthe end, it seems families are all slightly the same, no matter how 
different. Everyone's family is a little bit crazy. Everyone (not just wild haired 
nekid child raised folks) has to “work through the lessons of their upbringing, 
its successes and failures”. | think there are good families and bad families in, 
every culture, in every subculture. 

| guess at one point, | really did believe in the dream. Whatever that dream 
was, it gets hard to remember sometimes. That the future was wide open with 
fresh possibilities. | probably did believe, to quote Chelsea in the Wild Child 
introduction — that like her parents in the “hippie trip" — | was part of “creating 
a lifestyle that not only abandoned, but defied the cultural norms. That by 
rejecting the expectations and betrayals of their upbringings, they could start 
fresh with the next generation. They could change the world one child at a 
time." And so many of these voices, could be indeed, my own child’s voice:

Excerpt from an email | wrote to this 18 year old just out of the psych ward, 
diagnosed bipolar like me, who wrote after reading a piece | had in the San 
Francisco Bay Guardian last week (You can check outthe piece if you have web 
access at: httpAvww.sfbg.conmitSept02ipolar.html): 

“So the drugs aren't evil. No really, | swear. It all has to do with hamessing 
energy, holding onto it, and letting it out when you want — not letting the 
brilliance you have block out the sun and send you over to the other side. 
Psychosis is like catching on fire and just letting yourself burn. It leaves scars. 
And at some point it becomes harder and harder to put the pieces back 
together. Having control over your powers is going to become more and more 
important as you get older, and less and less easy to do. Trust me on that one. 
There are lots of different places in your brain that don't always need to talk to 
each other. It's okay to forget things sometimes, even for decades. Just let 
them rest. Don't try to hold on to all those amazing images and thoughts and 
plans if you feel them slipping, they'll come back when you need them, when 
you're ready to handle them. It doesn’t all have to make sense right now. | 
guarantee you'll understand it all more later on. And this is the most important 
thing I'll tell you: you need to get enough sleep, okay? Even though that edge 
space of night and day is where most of the good stuff happens, you can't be 
there all the time. Not everyone can do what you do, but you gotta save all that 
ability for when you really need it. That's where the Zyprexa they're giving you 
comes in. If you want to get scientific about it, Zypreza or olanzapine dulls the 
dopamine receptors in your brain, keeps them from firing out of control, 
because people like us have too much too fast going on. We overheat and catch 
on fire. We see too much and take in too much until we're blind and bumt out. 
Zyprexa itself isn’t evil. The company that makes it definitely is, but the drugs 
are just tools. If you catch it early enough they say you can do the same thing 
with meditation and yoga and tai chi and herbs. But ! know for myself that | can 
take all the valerian and skullcap and california poppy and kava kava and blue 
vervane | can stomach and I'm still clawing at the walls and wandering the late 
night streets. | take 2.5mgs of Zyprexa when | can't sleep sometimes and it 
knocks me on my ass. Which is just what I need periodically to get me back 
on track. Sweet sleep, brings me back down to earth speed. Which is really 
important to be able to do if you want to make your way around this world.” 


I've been answering a lot of mail these days. Call me crazy but | get this 
eerie yet very cool feeling sometimes that I'm time jumping and writing to 
myself in some parallel universe, counciling and warning my other self so that 
Idon’tmake the same dumb mistakes over and over again, Amidst all the chaos 
during the times I've slipped into extreme delusional mania, I've always had this 
incredibly peaceful feeling of being the same person as everyone else in the 
whole world —that we were all just reflections of each other living in some kind 
of dreamtime that our collective self had created. 
| still catch glimpses of that unity in my daily life now that I'm just a regular 
civilian and get enough sleep atinight. There are these cértain things that bond 
us all together, one of them being tragedy ahd'pain. {t’amazes me when! stop 


and think about how much of huge effect our friend Sera's suicide back in 
January hae had an oir araaier carmmunitv. Amazes mea how much the dialog 


society's crap and what's our own, and when the lines are too hard to draw? And: 
ii the language that we use to talk about mental illness in our culture doesn't 
capture what so many of us go through and leaves us feeling disempowered, how 
do we go about writing a new lanquage that works for us?

You are ruining his whole 
life!” Even though | see him learning and reaching goals, there are times | still feel 
like | am gambling—I won't really find out how well | did until he is all grown up 
and putting all this stuff into practice. So | read to give myself confidence: the 
more ways | have to do this, the more directions | have to approach this from, 
well, the more likely | will be to succeed—and the more likely he will be to 
succeed in the life he chooses to lead. 

One subject | came across a year or two back in my reading, and keep 
returning to, is the Foxfire Approach to Teaching and Learning. It is exactly what 
it says itis, an “approach” to education, a lot of ideas and not a curriculum. The 
amazing thing about Foxfire, though, is that the original idea had manifested in 
alot of tangible ways—it has ceased to be just philosophy and has become atrue 
working model for teaching and learning. Every time | come across something 
regarding Foxfire, | get excited about education—what it can really be—all over 
again. 

The Foxfire Approach to Teaching and Learning started as an experimental 
education program in Appalachian Georgia in 1966 with the intention of teaching 
high school freshmen basic English skills. Students were given their objective 
and then were allowed to decide how they would approach the task. The students 


decided to produce a magazine that would document rural Appalachian life. And 
thatis exactly what they did—through interviewe with relatives “oldtimere” and 


so on. And while these kids were setting about educating thernselves in their 
community, they captured bits and pieces of oral history regarding away of 
life that may have been lost after the old timers died 

The magazine still exists today, as it proved very successful in a few ways. 
Those kids did learn their basic English skills (plus so much more), and people 
everywhere loved the magazine. As it became obvious that it was a great 
teaching tool and a desirable product, Foxfire began branching out in several 
different areas. The magazine articles were compiled into books that now 
make up twenty volumes, plus other specialty books were compiled on a 
variety of different subjects. A non-profit umbrella organization called the 
Foxtire Fund was started, which promotes the magazine and books, created 
and operates a museum, and developed the original program developed into 
a method that teachers and schools could implement—the Foxfire 
Approach to Teaching and Leaming. This includes teaching programs 
and materials that are now used in public and private schools all over 
the country. 

Part of developing a way to express this approach to teaching ani 
learning involved creating a basic set of guidelines on how to create 
an environment that promotes a learner driven education experience. 
The “Eleven Core Practices” were developed, and | keep returning to 
them because they really jive with the way | want to help my child 
learn, and each one of the practices really forces me to consider what 
lam doing as ateacher ona daily basis, Justto give an example, afew 
of the core practices include: (1) All the work teachers and students 
do together must flow from student desire, student concerns. (4) The 
workis characterized by student action, rather than passive receipt of 
processed knowledge. (6) Connections between the classroom work 
and surrounding communities and the real world are clear. 

Thisis very similar to the philosophy of unschooling, so if youa 
looking forsome sort of general guideline or inspiration to turnto when 
helping a child to unschool, the Foxfire approach would be very 
helpful. Some of the other core practices emphasize group work, 
whichisn't really stressed in many texts I've read about unschooling, 
so it is possible that those parts can be disregarded or modified. | 
personally like Foxfire's emphasis on working with others and projects 
that reach out beyond the self, though, and I think itis a really essential 
aspect of it because even though a lot of work can be achieved 
independently, working with others adds a whole other dimension to 
leaming—it creates an exchange that perpetuates learning. The 
Foxfire magazine wouldn't be what it is, or served the purpose that it 
has, if it weren't for the exchange between people. And that is really 
what | love most about Foxfire—how the line between student and 
teacher is intentionally blurred. Who is the teacher and who is the 
student? Is it the person who is describing how she taught herself to 
weave? Is it the kid writing an article about the person who taught 
herself to weave? Is it the person reading the article by the kid who 
interviewed the person who taught herself to weave? All| see is a 
circle, ongoing, where everyone is involved, learning in some way. 
This reminds me, too, of what | love most about the d.i.y. punk 
community, When! read zines by Chris Boarts, Matte Resist, and Kyle 
Bravo, lrecognize that circle... people learning out of their own need and desire 
and connecting those needs and desires with their community. Personally, the 
most gratifying thing for me when writing for the public is when'I get letters 
from people sharing their own experiences, recommending books and zines 
they think | would like, or telling me about their projects and ideas. | get a lot 
of information and inspiration when | put a little bit of myself out in the world. 

Hove when | feel this circular pattern when | am working with my kid. Eve 
when | feel insecure about how well | am doing with him, or | get tired and 
overwhelmed with all the work there is to do.... when! stop and think about it, 
when | recognize myself as both student and teacher, when | realize he is 
pushing my mind and my heart and my energy in new areas just as much or 
more as | am for him, | feel revitalized and charged by the energy of our 
exchange. Even though | am definitely oriented toward helping him grow up 
into a satisfied and successful adult, | don’t want everything we think and do 
to be about tomorrow. People stress the idea of getting an education in order 
to make a living, but | don’t think you are really living unless you can make a 
meaningtul and satisfying connection between yourself and the world around 
you... like a circuit, you've gotta spark the connection and keep the current 
flowing... and it will come back to you.

And 
thatis exactly what they did—through interviews with relatives, “old timers”, and 
skilled craftspeople in the area, and by researching family and public records, 
they began producing a quarterly magazine called Foxfire that gained distribution 
all over the country. 

The impact of the magazine is a truly amazing thing. Not only were kids 
learning things in a really engaging way through writing and researching (not to 
Mention doing lay out and print orders and filling subscriptions), the content of 
the magazine contained even more lessons—farming, midwifery, cooking, and 
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Part of developing a way to express this approach to teaching and 
leaming involved creating a basic set of guidelines on how to create 
an environment that promotes a learner driven education experience. 
The “Eleven Core Practices” were developed, and | keep returning to 
them because they really jive with the way | want to help my child 
learn, and each one of the practices really forces me to consider what 
lam doing as ateacher on a daily basis. Just to give an example, afew 
of the core practices include: (1) All the work teachers and students 
do together must flow from student desire, student concerns. (4) The 
workis characterized by student action, rather than passive receipt of 
processed knowledge. (6) Connections between the classroom work 
and surrounding communities and the real world are clear. 

This is very similar to the philosophy of unschooling, so if you a 
looking for some sort of general guideline or inspiration to turn to when 
helping a child to unschool, the Foxfire approach would be very 
helpful. Some of the other core practices emphasize group work, 
which isn't really stressed in many texts I've read about unschooling, 
so it is possible that those parts can be disregarded or modified. | 
personally like Foxfire's emphasis on working with others and projects 
that reach out beyond the self, though, and! thinkitis a really essential 
aspect of it because even though a lot of work can be achieved 
independently, working with others adds a whole other dimension to 
leaming—it creates an exchange that perpetuates learning. The 
Foxfire magazine wouldn't be what it is, or served the purpose that it 
has, if it weren't for the exchange between people. And that is really 
what | love most about Foxfire—how the line between student and 
teacher is intentionally blurred. Who is the teacher and who is the 
student? Is it the person who is describing how she taught herself to 
weave? Is it the kid writing an article about the person who taught 
herself to weave? Is it the person reading the article by the kid who 
interviewed the person who taught herself to weave? All| see is a 
circle, ongoing, where everyone is involved, learning in some way. 
This reminds me, too, of what | love most about the d.iy. punk 
community. When | read zines by Chris Boarts, Matte Resist, and Kyle 

Bravo, lrecognize that circle... people learning out of their own need and desire 
and connecting those needs and desires with their community. Personally, the 
most gratifying thing for me when writing for the public is when | get letters 
from people sharing their own experiences, recommending books and zines 
they think | would like, or telling me about their projects and ideas. | get a lot 
of information and inspiration when | put a little bit of myself out in the world.

| really don't like CDs, t 
love vinyl. But let me ask you 
a question: how many of you 
have traveled on tour with 
your band, or with your label 
selling stuff, listening to tapes 
on the road?

Another wrong thing with 
tapes is that people think 
tapes are only for demos. 
Some zines even have a re- 
view section for tapes that 
they call “demo reviews,”. It's looks like there's a hierarchy between formats. 


| know there are a lot of bands who put out their first release—like a demo, on { 


tape, but also there are lots of bands that put out their first release on a full length 
tape, recorded professionally, with cover inserts, and sometimes they also 
include the translation of the lyrics, something that most of the US bands don't 
do. 

It’s like when you read a zine and you're interested in contact, and you only 
see an email address. But not everybody in the world has access to computers, 
or do we have to have acomputerto be init? But this is another theme fora future 
collaboration

great to count with a friend in a far country and send him or receive stuff. This 
is a part of the DIY ethics—actually living DIY, gardening, home-schooling, punk 
parent, etc.. in conjunction with Punk Hardcore music.

This ismy second contributionto S&L. I'm writing from Mexico and! want 
to share with all of you something that | think is important. We have a label- 
distribution and record-book-info store. Its very hard to do this kind of work 
in Mexico, but with the support of nice people around the world, and a never 
ending struggle, everything is doing well. 

Making things work is much harder than in the USA. We only have one 
vinyl pressing factory in Mexico city. Mostly people prefer tapes. Mexico 
obeys the mandates of technological imperialism, so turntables are in 


We like to spread out stuff out of the country—send itto be reviewed in zines, 
for trades and orto sell. Something that we've been facing since we started the 
label is a negative attitude against tapes. Cool labels and distributors self-called 
DIY folks don’t accept to trade, receive for a review, or even buy tapes. So my 
question is why people in the USA or Europe, who have the resources to make 
their work in PunkHardcore, and have the capacity to help other labels, 
distributors or bands doing trades, or even accepting tapes to review - don't do 
it? 

There ARE important, 
cool, DIY bands interested in 
making tapes of their stuff 
Los Crudos, Harum Scarum, 
Kontraattaque, Petrograd, 
Larm, Seein Red, Sin Dios, 
etc... because they know that 
there are people in many 
countries who don'thave ac- 
cess to vinylor CDs, and they 
want to spread their work by 
all means possible. !'m not 
talking about if you run a la- 
bel, you have to put out tapes 
But you could help a lot by 
giving us the chance to trade, 
or buy, or receive our tapes 
for your CDs or vinyl. By buy- 
ing tapes you can help make 
itpossible for Mexican bands, 
or bands from other coun- 
tries, to spread their music 
and ideas to more people

love vinyl. But let me ask you 
a question; how many of you 
have traveled on tour with 
your band, or with your label 
selling stuff, listening to tapes 
on the road?

It's 
great to count with a friend in a far country and send him or receive stuff. This 
is a part of the DIY ethics—actually living DIY, gardening, home-schooling, punk 
parent, etc.. in conjunction with Punk Hardcore music.

Now it is about how to live by ourselves 
creating our sustainable resources to not depending on a wrong and rotten 
system.
